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Anxiety ends 

Romulus engine plant spared, merger planned for 1 995

While breathing a heavy 
sigh of relief that the Romulus 
General Motors Engine Plant- 
the number-one city taxpayer- 
was not axed Monday, Ro- 
mulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally expressed compas- 
sion for residents and political 
leaders in Flint and Ypsilanti. 

The emotions that erupted 
in Romulus City Hall Monday 
were the climax of a sleepless 
weekend, McAnally said, after 
being warned Friday that she 
would receive a call Monday 
regarding the fate of General 
Motors facilities in Michigan. 

The pending call, “Ruined 
my weekend and kept me on 
the edge of my chair most of 
(Monday) morning,” the mayor 
explained, “and the anxiety in- 
creased when I learned that 


the call would come from GM’s 
corporate office, not a regional 
one.” 

McAnally said, “My heart 
about stopped” upon hearing 
the news of the closing of the 
Willow Run and Flint plants 
within several years. 

“While the announced good 
fortunes for the Romulus plant 
is getting little (early) media 
play, the merging of the Flint 
plant with the Romulus divi- 
sion in 1995 is a terrible blow 
to Flint and its young First term 
Mayor Woodrow Stanley,” she 
said. 

In addition, several Ro- 
mulus City Hall employees 
have spouses or other family 
members hurt by the pending 
plant closings. 

McAnally said, “I expect GM 
officials will be visiting us 
shortly and seeking additional 
help from the Romulus com- 


munity. I would urge you to 
work with them.” 

The Romulus GM plant is lo- 
cated on 371.69 acres of land in 
the city, with about one- 
quarter of it still undeveloped, 
a city official said. The as- 
sessed value of the plant in Ro- 
mulus in 1991 was $116,312,000. 

The plant pays more than 
$5.2 million in taxes locally 
with $3.6 million going to the 
school district, $832,455 to the 
city and $785,515 to Wayne 
County. 

“Pm encouraged when GM 
tells me that at peak produc- 
tion the merged Romulus en- 
gine plant will be producing 
5,000 engines a day. They also 
expressed great interest in the 
fact that the building of manu- 
factured homes in Romulus 
will be in full swing by the 
time of the engine plant turn- 
over,” McAnally told members 


of city council Monday night. 

GM officials revealed the 
two key reasons behind select- 
ing Romulus over Flint were 
the age of the plant and its 
work force. 

The Flint plant went on line 
in 1954, while the Romulus 
plant was constructed in 1979. 
Steven Gaut, public affairs 
manager for GM power- train 
division, said also that the Ro- 
mulus plant had more unused 
space available for the consol- 
idation in 1995. 

McAnally stressed the merg- 
ing of engine plants will not 
create new jobs, but it may 
mean that some Flint em- 
ployees may not opt to move to 
this area in 1995 and thus more 
jobs could actually open up for 
Romulus area residents. 

The future of Bishop Air- 
port in Flint might also impact 
Romulus, McAnally noted. 


Like Metro Airport here, 
Bishop Airport is expanding 
and the closings have Genesee 
County Commissioner Arthur 
Busch extremely angry. 

He charges that GM encour- 
aged the airport expansion 
with public money. “While 
they (GM) never promised they 
would be using it, they sat on 
boards with us and lead us to 
believe they would be part of 
our future.” 

Romulus Chamber of Com- 
merce President Dennis Wors- 
ley reminded chamber 
members that a tour of the lo- 
cal GM plant will be conducted 
on March 17-along with the 
regular monthly chamber lun- 
cheon. 

Worsley said chamber mem- 
bers were like most of the com- 
munity in that they too learned 
the news of the closing from 
television coverage. 


“We are happy that GM is 
staying in Romulus,” Worsley 
said, “and are working dili- 
gently to keep all existing in- 
dustry here.” 

In conjunction with that ef- 
fort, Worsley said, the chamber 
is conducting a luncheon for 
the 14-15 Romulus business 
and industries that will be dis- 
placed by the expansion of 
Metro Airport. 

“We have invited those busi- 
nesses impacted by the expan- 
sion to come to the Holiday Inn 
and meet with Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and other city offi- 
cials to learn the sites of alter- 
nate industrial locations 
within the city. 

“Also on hand will be local 
bank officials to discuss cur- 
rent loan possibilities, county 
and airport authorities and lo- 
cal State Rep. James Kosteva,” 
Worsley added. 


Hunt for family brings

Linda Huffaker hunted for 
her “real” family for 15 years. 

Then suddenly, on New 
Years Eve 1991, she gained in- 
formation that led to a sudden 
and intensive 25-day tele- 
phone hunt that located her 
brothers and sisters in Ken- 
tucky and Ohio. 

Linda now wants to use that 
experience to help others in 
similar circumstances by be- 
coming a private investigator 
specializing in adoption family 
searches. 

While Linda grew up as a 
child in the Garden City area, 
she moved to Belleville as a 15- 
year-old. 

It was about that time she 
discovered the first links to 
her birth family, while search- 
ing through her adoptive fa- 
ther’s records. She discovered 
that her birth family name was 
Calleja. 

The early record check re- 
vealed to her that her full birth 
name was Linda Caroll Calleja 
and that it switched to Linda 
Carroll-Sue Morris after her 
adoption by an area couple, 
Earl and Sue Morris. 

As a struggling teenager, 
her limited investigative in- 
stincts lead her only to calling 
every Calleja family she could 
find in the area phone books. 

Finally in 1980 she was able 
to get a small amount of infor- 
mation from the Wayne County 
Probate Court that linked her 
to an Irish-German heritage 
and the fact she had a coal 
miner grandfather in the Ken- 
tucky area. 

She also was given a photo 
dated June 1962 that pictured 
her at 11 months with a sister 
(she later identified as Diane) 
at the age of 23 months. 

Her hunt for her real family 
was fragmentary at that time, 
Huffaker said, because her 
adoptive mother didn’t want 
her to continue the search. 

Her newly-found brother, 
Bobby Joe, now 38, told her 
that he attempted to kidnap 
her fVom her adoptive family 
back in the early ‘60s. At that 
time he was living in Detroit 
and working for Ford Motor 
Co. 

He found out where Huff 
aker was living, but her adop- 
tive mother told him on two 
separate occasions that she 


had just disappeared. Actu- 
ally, Huffaker said, she had 
been placed briefly in a board- 
ing home-when her adoptive 
mother heard the rumor that 
her real family was seeking to 
get her back. 

“Since being rejoined as a 
family, ” Huffaker said, “I 
learned that Bobby and I lived 
about 5 miles apart for several 
years, when I lived in Be- 
lleville, but I never knew him 
or saw him at that time.” 

Her search was sporadic un- 
til after her marriage to Grant 
Huffaker in 1983. He began to 
assist her in her hunt for her 
family by searching through 
numerous state phone books 
for the family name of Calleja. 

“Scores of calls to such fam- 
ilies over the next few months 
got me nowhere,” she said. 
“Every once in a while I would 
think that I was finally getting 
on the right path-but would 
then always hit a brick wall.” 

After struggling for three 
months on the phone search, 
Huffaker said she became 
fully discouraged and quit. 

In 1985 her adoptive mother 
died and Huffaker went back 
to Probate Court and obtained 
an official packet with a great 
deal of informational material 
deleted. 

One of the court items was a 
letter from her real mother to 
the court stating that she could 
not afford to raise two chil- 
dren. Her real mother said she 
was keeping her older daugh- 
ter, but felt that the lifestyle of 
the prospective adoptive par- 
ents would better fit Huff- 
aker’s needs. 

Huffaker said she also 
learned that she had been 
bom in Detroit. 

Additional stress was added 
to her life as she and her hus- 
band were divorced. They re- 
married late in 1987 and 
resumed her family search in 
the Detroit Maltese neighbor 
hoods. 

She talked to numerous per- 
sons in those neighborhoods, 
but once again struck out as no 
one could definitely remem- 
ber her family. 

“This past New Years Eve,” 
Huffaker said, “I found many 
of my ‘lost’ family papers and 
began putting them in chrono- 
logical order. I came across a 
lawyer's name on a bill for di-

vorce papers filed in Oakland 
County.” 

Huffaker was then led to 
Wayne County Vital Records 
offices and from a marriage 
application, she learned the 
names of her real mother (and 
the date of her mother’s birth), 
grandmother and grandfather. 
She also learned that the fam 
ily resided in Martin, Ky. 

Using earlier information 
about her grandfather working 
as a coal miner, Huffaker 
called a phone supervisor in 
Kentucky and began checking 


out coal mining area phone nu- 
mbers. 

She failed to learn anything 
new from the Coal Mining 
Association-but then contin- 
ued in her hunt for Ousley fam- 
ily members (her mother’s 
maiden name) via Floyd 
County (Kentucky) telephone 
officials 

She got a little discouraged 
when she found out there were 
200 Ousley’s in the county. But 
acting on a hunch, feeling that 
Martin was probably still to- 
day similar to a “Dukes of

Hazzard” community, Huff- 
aker called the local police de- 
partment. 

Huffaker said she was first 
given a telephone number of a 
cousin Frankie and from there 
it was “telephone heaven” and 
calls burned the wires back 
and forth from Michigan to 
Kentucky. 

First she learned that her 


mother had died. Then she 
learned the names of her sib- 
lings. 

Huffaker said she was too 
excited to sleep that night, “I 
just wanted to call the world 
and scream.” 

In addition to Bobby Joe 
and Debbie, Huffaker found

Cory school project resolved

A question regarding the 
size of water main pipes and a 
fire hydrant at the Cory’ Ele- 
mentary School construction 
site has been settled according 
to Keith W. Risdon, consulting 
engineer for the city of Ro- 
mulus. 

Risdon’s official report to 
Mayor Beverly McAnally re- 
garding the school site im 
provements was released to 
the public Monday evening. 


In his report, Risdon ex- 
plained that he was involved 
in the issue on behalf of the 
city because of the “apparent 
lack of communication on 
those job sites...and that the re- 
sponsibility’ for some of their 
problems was going to be di- 
rected toward the city’. 

“There was also an attempt 
to have the city’ participate in 
the remedy financially.” he 
said. 

He explained that the mini 
mum 6 inch water main line 
extension required for a 
planned fire hydrant by Cory 


Elementary School seemed in 
order, until it was discovered 
that the existing water line 
was 3 inches instead of 6 
inches. 

At a December meeting the 
officials from the Romulus De- 
partment of Public Works or 
dered that the 3-inch water 
line be replaced by an 8 inch 
water line. The construction 
managers asked the city to par 
ticipate in the cost of the new 
line. 

City officials informed

Men robbed at motels

A 42-year-old Detroit man 
got more than he bargained for 
when he picked up a would-be 
prostitute Wednesday night. 

The man, taken to Michigan 
Avenue motel, was beaten and 
robbed by two men who later 
invaded the apartment, ac- 
cording to police reports. 

The man told police that he 
picked up the woman on Mich- 
igan Avenue around 3:30 a.m. 
and she invited him to a room 
at a nearby motel. Shortly after 
the couple entered the room, 
two men knocked at the door 
and entered the room when 
the victim answered. 

The intruders ordered their 
victim to hand over his wallet 
and other valuables. When the 
man hesitated, one of the thugs 
grabbed a bottle, broke it, and 
placed the sharp edge to the 
victim’s throat. 

The robbers took their vic- 
tim’s valuables, house keys 
and a sweater, then slapped 
their victim several times in 
the face before he was permit- 
ted to leave the motel. 

The victim reported the in- 
cident to police, who are inves- 
tigating. 

In an unrelated incident, 
two Westland men were 
robbed in a motel parking lot 
on Michigan Avenue. 

The victims told police that 
three men approached their 
car, and one implied he had a 
weapon. The trio then de- 
manded that their victims give 
up their money and jewelry or 
they would be shot. 

According to the police re- 
port, the victims surrendered 
three gold rings, two rope 
chains, one Detroit Lions 
charm and a watch. 

The men then escaped. 

However, Dearborn police 
later stopped a vehicle at a 
nearby gas station and, after 
questioning them, arrested 
them on suspicion of armed 
robbery. 

Police said the victims later 
identified the men as those 
who had earlier robbed them. 

Police would not release the 
names of the suspects, pending 
their arraignment in district 
court. 

A 21-year-old Westland man 
told Inkster police that he was 
robbed by a gunman who ap- 
proached him in party store 
parking lot in the 3900 block of 
Middlebelt Road. 

Daniel Dobbs told police 
that a man came up to him, 
produced “some unknown type 
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of weapon”, then proceeded to 
go through the victim’s pocket. 
The robber escaped with $30.

The home at 36664 Goddard 
Road is owned by Ron Brugger 
and has been offered free to 
the city, if it would assume the 
cost of moving it to a different 
location. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
asked the local historical com- 
mission to render an opinion 
regarding the offer. 

The minutes of a recent his- 
torical commission meeting re- 
vealed that the group is going 
on record opposed to the city 
accepting the home, also iden 
tified as a former Seestedt 
house, as members didn’t feel 
the house fit the historical 
building requirements and is 
neither historically nor archi 
tectually significant, 

McAnally said it was also 
reported the home might not 
be sturdy enough to sustain a 
move. 

The mayor said she is will- 
ing to meet with Brugger on 
the matter.

Romulus senior citizen 
cited for volunteerism

For 81 years Eddie Beanum 
of Romulus has worked hard 
to serve his fellow man. 

Beanum has been a resident 
of Romulus since 1942 and he 
and his wife, Lydia, have 
proudly battled hard to rear 
and educate their seven chil- 
dren. He also instilled in them 
an equal pride in their com- 
munity. 

Five of his children still live 
in the general area, one in Ro- 
mulus, one in Canton Towns- 
hip, two in Inkster and another 
in Detroit. 

Two children have left the 
area and now live in Colorado 
and California. 

Beanum, who has worked in 
the past as custodian of Ro- 
mulus High School, feels re- 
cent generations of children 
have been “pampered. ..and 
given too much.” 

He feels that young people 
today need to learn the disci- 
pline he tried to instill in his 
children and nine grand- 
children. 

After serving with the U.S. 
Navy in World War II, Beanum 
returned in 1945 and became 
the first black Democrat to 
serve as Romulus Township 
Trustee eight years later. 

He served as president of 
the local National Association 
for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People in the late 1940s 
and early 1950s. He also is a 
member of the First Baptist 
Church of Romulus, where he 
has served as a deacon for 25 
years. 

Beanum considers his work 
in the church the most impor- 
tant he is now engaged in...”I 
put no work higher than that 
with the church,” he said. 

For the past half century; 


Beanum also has been a mem- 
ber of the St. John’s Lodge No. 
44 of the Masons, where he was 
honored as Worshipful Master, 
the highest commendation of 
the organization. 

Beanum, a runner-up in The 
Associated Newspapers Person 
of the Year contest, was hon- 
ored earlier by a consortium of 
churches for his extensive re- 
cord of community service 
here. A small street in Ro- 
mulus bears his family name 
Beanum Court. It is located 
near Van Buren and Beverly 
roads. 

Beanum remains active 
even today at the T.J. Coleman 
Center of Romulus, where he 
assists those distributing food 
to senior citizens and other 
needy persons the third Thurs- 
day of each month. 

Between 150-200 families 
are assisted with food supplies 
each distribution day, he said. 

As a volunteer with Wayne 
Metro and The Daily Bread 
Ministries Inc., Beanum 
-decked out in his oversized 
burgundy suspenders-stands 
for hours proving that there is 
no reason for anyone to be 
hungry today. 

Beanum reamains active 
even today, he said, because 
he prefers to “get out and meet 
and help people, rather than 
just sitting around the house.” 

The dapper gentleman phi- 
losopher also distributes 
monthly “words of wisdom and 
brief history lessons” along 
with the food supplies. 

Bettye Andrews of Inkster, 
who nominated Beanum for 
“Person of the Year”, declared 
“There may be others who do 
more now, but my guess is that 
none have done it so consis- 
tently or for as long of a time as 
this community’s favorite son, 
Eddie Beanum.”

Wayne Krupin of Barton 
Malow (construction managers 
for the school district) that no 
city funds were available for 
the proposed construction 
work. 

Risdon said a follow-up 
meeting was staged Jan. 27. 
when Krupin was asked if he 
was aware of a problem with 
the storm sewer connection at 
the County' Drain on the Ro- 
mulus High School site. 

It was reported at that time 
the proposed storm outlet was 
1 1/2 to 2 1/2 feet higher than 
the proposed on-site system. 
This could lead to having two 
feet of standing water in the 
retention ponds at the school- 
a situation that could lead to 
stagnant water or worse occur- 
ring there, he said. 

Risdon told project engi- 
neer Chuck Olson he was ex- 
tremely upset with the 
problems occurring on the 
school projects and the mis- 
direction of energies and in- 
formation. 

He also stated there ap- 
peared to be no interest on be- 
half of Joel Carr, assistant 
superintendent for finance 
and operations for the Ro- 
mulus School District, as to 
what caused these problems. 

Risdon also complained 
with two additional school pro- 
jects about to start, he would 
expect that all parties would 
agree to verify conditions 
prior to starting. “I feel this 
fell on deaf ears, Risdon said. 

“I am still perceived as the 
‘bad guy’ in this situation,” Ris- 
don said. “And I have no prob- 
lem with that.” 

In his report Risdon stated, 
“I only hope that the Romulus 
school personnel understand 
that I do have an interest in 
their projects and that my con- 
cern is to see that the work in- 
volving the city is done 
correctly, cost effectively and 
timely.” 

Risdon said Tuesday that he 
apparently “had to stir up the 
pot to get something done.” 
School district officials and 
the contractors now have 
agreed to put in the 8-inch pip- 
ing at Cory Elementary School 
with the possibility of erecting 
a second fire hydrant there. 

Risdon said another session 
is slated for March 4 on the 
high school project. They will 
then decide how to eliminate 
the stagnant water. 

Carr, when informed of Ris- 
don’s report, said he was a lit- 
tle disappointed with Rison’s 
combative style, but felt “it 
was business as usual for the 
school district” 

Carr hoped the city would 
become involved on the Cory' 
Elementary School project, so 
that a 12-inch pipe could be in- 
stalled on the west side of the 
street, so that it would aid the 
city in future development. 

When city officials refused 
to get involved, school district 
officials decided to install 
8-inch lines, the minimum re- 
quired, according to Carr. 

All sides agree that the high 
school drainage problems 
must be addressed, Carr said. 
“I’ve been in touch with an ad- 
joining property owner who 
will allow us to use part of his 
property to cut the seepage,” 
Carr said. 

Carr recognized the team- 
work on all sides of the school 
improvement issue, and hopes 
Risdon’s report does nothing 
to sidetrack that teamwork. 

A related concern regarding 
Romulus High School property’ 
will be addressed at a meeting 
March 4, Risdon said.

Back to the future 

Victorian style conservatory is dream of Wayne man

Wayne residents and busi- 
ness owners may have seen 
Chuck Johnson’s proposal for a 
modernized Wayne by now, but 
those who haven’t can view his 
concept at the Metro Place 
Mall. 

“The pictures of the conser- 
vatory are on display at the old 
army recruiting office in the 
mall, ,, Johnson said. “I put 
them there so residents can 
have a chance to see them at 
any time.” 

Johnson has appeared be- 
fore the Wayne Chamber of 
Commerce and many other lo- 
cal organizations to promote 
his plan to convert Wayne into 
an aesthetic tourist attraction. 

“Tourism in Michigan is our 
second largest industry,” John- 
son said. “About $16.5 billion 
dollars. It supports 750,000 
people and contributes $750 
million dollars in taxes to the 
state.” 

He has informed business 


owners the town center in 
Wayne has been hurt by malls. 
In fact, the Westland Mall 
square-footage area is the 
third largest in the nation, ac- 
cording to Johnson. 

“That includes all of the var- 
ious malls from Wildwood to 
Newburgh on both sides of 
Warren plus the stores on 


Cowan Road,” Johnson said. 
“But, all small towns in Amer- 
ica are going through the same 
problems that Wayne faces.” 

Now is the time for Wayne to 
work with what the community 
has and what it can offer, ac- 
cording to Johnson. 

“We have an elliptical town 
center which is totally 


unique,” Johnson said. “Most 
village greens are town 
squares where they have such 
a thing at all, and most are lo 
cated in New England. We 
have a superb oval.” 

One idea Johnson has to at- 
tract more business is to con- 
struct a victorian-style 
botanical conservatory in the 
center of town where there is 
3.5 acres of land available. 

“A victorian-style conserva- 
tory will be exotically differ- 
ent enough to cause passing 
strangers to zip into the park- 
ing structure and take a stroll 
through the gardens,” Johnson 
said. “If we can entice them to 
continue their stroll through- 
out the town center, they will 
get hungry and go into restau- 
rants.”

Conference supports 
regional transportation

Discontinuation of the 
“SMART” transportation ser- 
vices will have a stinging effect 
on bus riders, according to 
members of the 18- community 
Conference of Western Wayne. 

The Suburban Mobility Au 
thority for Regional Trans- 
poration, which operates the 
bus service, is facing a $7 mil- 
lion deficit. Plans call for a 
temporary or permanent shut- 
down of services by March 31 if 
a means of funding the SMART 
services is not found by that 
date. 

Conference of Western 
Wayne Executive Director 
Daniel Gilmartin said the re- 
gional planning agency is 
“deeply concerned with the 
potential discontinuation of 
services by SMART, and be- 
lieves that it is of the utmost 
importance that the southeast 
Michigan region seek long- 
term solutions for its regional 
transportation needs.” 

The executive director said 
regional tranportation is of vi- 
tal importance to the overall 
health of the area which com- 
prises more than 340 square 
miles and is home to 660,000 
people. 


unanimously adopted 
a resolution stating 
that the potential 
discontinuation of 
SMART transportation 
will have a severe 
negative impact on 
the region. 


Gilmartin said he and the 
board of directors will offer as- 
sistance in working with other 
governmental entities in any 
appropriate manner to stabi- 
lize the transportation system 
in the area. 

The 18-member CWW unan- 
imously adopted a resolution 
stating that the potential dis- 
continuation of SMART 
transportation will have a se- 
vere negative impact on the 
region. 

The resolution also rejected 
the concept of community-by- 
community funding for trans- 
portation services. The CWW 
strongly favors a regional ap- 
proach as the only long-term 
solution to funding such a sys- 
tem.

cinnamon crispies 

2 1/2 cup (5 sticks) butter ; 
softened 

5 cups sugar 

1/3 cup dark molasses 

4 eggs 

1 1/3 tablespoons baking 
powder 

1 teaspoon soda 

2 teaspoons salt 

1 tablespoon ground cinna- 
mon 

1 tablespoon vanilla extract 

4 1/3 cups all-purpose flour 

4 314 cups old-fashioned 

rolled oats (not instant) 

2 cups finely chopped pecans 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. 
Grease two baking sheets. In a 
large mixing bowl, cream the 
butter. Add the sugar gradu- 
ally, then the molasses, and 
beat until the mixture is light 
and fluffy. Beat in the eggs, one 
at a time. Shut off the mixer 
and add the baking powder 
and soda, salt, cinnamon and 
vanilla to the batter. Turn the 
beater back on and blend. 

Add the flour and blend: 
Add the oats and the nuts and 
blend. Drop by rounded tea- 
poonfuls onto the baking 
sheets. Bake for 5 to 9 minutes, 
or until the cookies are me- 
dium brown and a bit crinkly 
looking. It may be necessary to 
turn the cookie sheets around 
in the oven so the cookies will 
brown evenly. Allow the 
cookies to set on the sheets for 
about 3 minutes, then romove 
to a wire rack and let cool com- 
pletely.

Top with 
mozzarella and Parmesan. 
Sprinkle tops with oregano 
and basil. 

Bake in a hot oven (375 de- 
grees) 8 to 10 minutes until 
filling is hot and cheese has 
melted. Cut into six wedges 
and serve.

Crust: 

1 cup graham cracker 
crumbs 

2 tablespoons sugar 
2 tablespoons butter 



Melt butter in a small 
saucepan or in a microwave- 
able bowl in the microwave. 
Stir in crumbs and sugar unti 
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thoroughly blended. Press 
into the bottom of a 9-inch 
spring form pan. Set aside.

1/4 cup butter 

1/2 cup light brown sugar 
2 pounds red delicious ap- 
ples, peeled, cored and diced 
into 1/2-pieces 

1 teaspoon cinnamon

11/2 cups dark brown sugar 
1/2 cup butter, softened 
1 cup pecan pieces 
In a small bowl, mix all in- 
gredients together with a 
fork until well incorporated. 
Reserve. 


Apple cheesecake: 

2 8-ounce packages cream 
cheese, softened 

1/2 cup granulated sugar 

3 large eggs 

1 cup heavy whipping cream 


In a large bowl, with an 
electric mixer, cream to- 
gether sugar and cream 
cheese on medium speed un- 
til light and fluffy. Beat in the 
eggs one at a time until 
smooth. Add the cream and 
continue beating until the 
mixture is thick and creamy. 
Gently stir in the cooled ap- 
ple mix by hand. Pour into 
the prepared spring form 
pan. Spread praline topping 
over the top. Bake at 350 de- 
grees for one hour and 20 
minutes. Allow to cool to 
room temperature before re- 
moving the sides of the pan. 
Refrigerate until ready to 
serve. Garnish with whipped 
cream.

You’d think, however, 
that the shards of shattered 
glass scattered throughout my 
home might have been a clue 
that this entry was less than 
appropriate. 

These unwelcome visitors 
helped themselves to nearly 
every electronic device my 
husband had on the premises. 
His computer, video camera, 
tape decks, and a multitude of 
other items were taken by 
these three as their rightful 
due and carted out of our 
home rather unceremoniously 
in our absense. Anything they 
couldn’t take, they attempted 
to destroy. The gene pool was 
stretched real thin with these 
three. 

These charm school drop- 
outs also saw fit to take some 
irreplaceable antique watches 
which had been in my spouse’s 
family for several generations. 
My husband was not a happy 
man. 

The patient, kind, gentle, 
polite and efficient Westland 
police officers who had to deal 
with my screaming, hysterical 
sobbing and ranting are the 
objects of my gratitude.

They were understanding.

How many people know exactly what a quintcentennial is, 
anyhow? 

No matter, any excuse for great Italian food is good enough 
for most everybody. Actually, this quincentennial is the 500th 
anniversary of the voyage of Christopher Columbus. Remem 
ber, In 1492 , Columbus sailed the ocean blue ? Yep, that’s him. 

Unfortunately the huge celebration planned when replicas 
of the Nina, the Pinta and the Santa Maria arrived in Florida 
this year saw fewer than 500 people welcome the intrepid 
explorers who recreated Columbus’ historic voyage. 

But nonetheless, Columbus did do diners of today a huge 
favor when he set in motion the historic exchange of foods 
between the Old and New Worlds, revolutionizing cuisine as 
we know it today. Since the Age of Discovery, the convergence 
of new food items continues to modify diets around the world. 

In Columbus’ time, the judicious use of leftovers was espe- 
cially critical at sea. Whatever food was carried on board had 
to last several months. The ship cook would take leftover food 
and stuff it into envelopes of pasta to be served at the follow- 
ing meal. This form of pasta was called “rabioli,” which is a 
Genoese dialect word for “things of little value.” Today, we 
call it ravioli. 

In the New World, the tomato was initially considered a 
weed in the Astec Indian cornfields. European explorers, who 
found it edible and tasty, brought the tomato with them on 
their voyages back to the Old World. Columbus taking the 
tomato back to Italy tranformed Italian cooking forever. Along 
with the tomato, Europeans added potatoes and com form the 
Americas to their cuisine. 

Meanwhile, the Europeans brought livestock with them to 
the Americas, adding beef, pork and lamb, as well as milk and 
cheese, to the relatively meatless diet of the New World. 

Abundant in Genoa, where Columbus was bom, was basil, 
which was considered sacred by the devoutly religious. Leg- 
end claims that Saint Helena, mother of Emperor Constant- 
ine, found the “true Cross” under a patch of basil. 

Since the time of Columbus, Italian cooking has become a 
staple of most American diets. Consider that the average 
American eats 148 servings of pasta each year. That’s a lot of 
“little strings” which is the literal translation of the word 
spaghetti. 

To celebrate this important quintcentennial, here are a few 
wonderful recipes for Italian treats presently being served at 
the Olive Garden restaurants where the anniversary will be 
celebrated until April 19 with these special treats. 

Enjoy. 


Shrimp Cristoforo 


Ingredients: 

1 pound shnmp , shelled, me - 
drum size 

2 ounces basil leaves , fresh 

10 ounces (2 1/2 sticks) but- 
ter, softened 

1 teaspoon garlic , fresh , 
chopped 

1/4 teaspoon black pepper 

3 tablespoons Parmesan 
cheese 

1 tablespoon Romano cheese 

1 pound linguine or angel 
hair pasta 

Procedure: 


Remove any large steins from 
basil and wash leaves. Shake off 
excess water and dry with a pa- 
per towel. Place in food processor 
with blade attachment and pro- 
cess until finely chopped Process 



in two batches if necessary to get 
a uniformly chopped basil Re- 
move from processor and reserve. 
Should make approximately 3/4 
cup chopped basil . 

Place softened butter in a 
small mixer bowl Using an elec- 
tric mixer, whip butter until pli- 
able. Add remaining ingredients 
including basil and mix unti well 
incorporated. Basil butter can be 
used immediately or stored cov- 
ered in the refrigerator for three 
to four days. 

Cook pasta according to direc- 
tions, dram well and keep warm 
Melt basil butter in large skillet 
over medium heat. Add shnmp 
and saute just until done, about 
2 to 3 minutes. Serve over hot 
cooked pasta. Pass freshly grated 
Paremsan cheese.

Wayne captures Wolverine ‘A’ championship 


Zebras are one victory from perfect

Although they had sewed up the conference 
title with a stunning victory over Monroe last 
Tuesday, Wayne Memorial Friday night was 
forced to fight off a determined Dearborn For- 
dson before wrapping up its 13th straight Wol 
verine ‘A’ victory, 61^0. 

Coach Chuck Henry and the Zebras led by 
about a dozen points going into the final eight 
minutes against the Tractors, who came back 
with a 26-point fourth quarter but fell short by 
one to the newly-crowned champ. 

“We almost let this victory get away,” said 
Henry, who returned to Wayne in September 
after spending last year in Walled Lake. “They 
(Fordson) just caught fire and we couldn’t stop 
them.” 

“They” specifically was senior guard Haisam 
Abadi, who pumped in 11 of his game-high 23 
points in the last quarter. 

Until Abadi’s sterling effort, Wayne ap- 
peared to have everything under control. Rick 
Barnes staked the Zebras to a 19-7 first period 
lead as he tossed in eight of his 17 points, and 
with Lee Williams chipping in, Wayne in- 
creased its margin to 27-18 at the halfway point. 

Fordson, however, refused to quit. The Trac- 
tors stayed in the game with a 17-point third 
period and when the two teams entered the 
final round, Wayne had a 46-35 lead. 

Then came Abadi, who unleashed a volley of 
baskets that brought the home team and crowd 
alive. Fordson outscored their visitors 26-16 in

48 gas stations face fraud charges 


Forty-eight gasoline sta- 
tions in Wayne, Oakland, Mac- 
omb and Washtenaw counties 
face charges for allegedly 
cheating customers at the 
pumps. 

Lawsuits, filed by the state, 
claim that the stations charged 
different prices for the same 
grade of gasoline, falsely la- 
beled octane levels on the 
pumps and/or sold gas from 
dirty or water-filled tanks. 
Civil penalties for the viola- 
tions could total up to $10,000 
daily, according to state Attor- 


ney General Frank Kelley. 

The lawsuits are the result 
of 186 consumer complaints 
filed since March, 1991, and 
the subsequent investigation 
of those charges. 

The majority of the gas sta- 
tions cited by the state investi- 
gators are in Detroit. Western 
Wayne County gasoline sta- 
tions, which have been 
charged with the alleged gas- 
pump cheating are A&K Gas, 
Ecorse Road, Belleville; 
Russell No. 4, Main Street, Be 
lleville; Nada Gas, Van Born 


Road, Romulus; R&Y Petro, 
Wayne Road, Romulus; A&M 
Mini Mart, North Inkster Road, 
Westland; Grubor Petroleum, 
Inc., West Warren, Westland, 
and Joe’s Mini Mart Inc., Mich- 
igan Avenue, Inkster. 

In a Feb. 21 news confer- 
ence, announcing the crack- 
down on gasoline pump cheat- 
ing, Gov. John Engler noted 
that there are 6,000 gasoline 
stations in the state, and less 
than one percent of those busi- 
nesses have been charged with 
alleged wrongdoings.
